' - - ' 
ENGLISH ONE. 


Englishmen aro always ready,'when n Fish 


or a Tweed is carrying everything before him 
ou the other side of tho Atlantic, to console 
themselves with tho reiiection that, though 
wo may bo bad enough iu our owu way, at 
least .such things could not happen here. 
It 


may bo true that the frank mid brutal scound- 
relisnt of n Fisk would hardly bo reproduced 
in our tamer and more straitened society, 
yet tho same poison may bo found working 
under somewhat modified condition.1;. 
The 


secret of Fish's success lay not merely in 
his impudence and boldness an tho leader of 
great swindles, but iu tho support he re- 
ceived from men who, having reputations 
at strdic, could not engage openly in >mch 
enterprises, but wore ((into willing to t;oiip- 
crnte under safe cover. The convenience 
of an agent of this kind nartly explains tho 
good-natured view' whien is taken of his 
acts. It may bo doubted whether even in 
London a lloater of bubble eompmiies, no 
matter how disreputable his antecedents, 
how notorious his practices, need anticipate 
much dilliculty in finding a backing of re- 
spectable people, if he can only show Unit 
lie has skill and courage; and Hint there is 
something to bo made by his help. His back- 
ers might be shy of mixing IhemsclTOS up 
with him personally,but they would be quite 
rciuly ia follow iii his w*lto,-and accept what 
plunder came their way. And if he were 
disercci, a speculator of this kind might 
even push his 
influence much further. 


Fish's scandalous habits and contempt for 
appearances naturally cut him off from de- 
cent society, ft'id in this country would no 
doubt have proved an : Inmirtnounlnhlo ob- 
stacle to his progress. An Englinh i'isk 
would know tho advantage of cultivating tho 
proprieties, »f affoeliug the pnlronngo of nrt 
and literature, of advertising hiH public 
spirit. Ills name, on one pretext or Another, 
would bo constantly In the newspapero. 
Ho 


would hneomo a p".hli;: eharactor,Re(ik n ped- 
estal in Parliament, and indulge in oven 
higher aspirations. His success might, oxoito 
joMoiiHy, but no matter wb.nl men might any 
of Mut hinong the'infiolveu, liti tvbuld lift too 
useful, he \voutd have too many indirocl and 
secret confederates in his iipooiilulionH, to
